| by their guneeſto2s valiantiye againſt the

7 dpnae this, that the Qucenes Maieſtie 


e beßpnage vopde of a reuengypnge Nature, 
t (as in all Aces hathe foo appeared, 
t, J that ſome ſozte of wyle men haue noated 
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{t afanlte fo2 a Pꝛince) did labour to haue 
refto2ed her to her Count rey (as in dade 
the Nucnes Paieſtie was the caule of ſas 
uinge of her lyfe, after the murder of her 
buzband) with compolition betwirt ber and 
bec ſonne tbe kyng, andy States x people 
af that Rralme, therby to put ſom gev end 
to the Ciuill warres in the ſame. 


It is alſo knowen, that the Quene of 
Stottes did vpon tbe ficſt appꝛehenſion ok 
the Duke of Mozffolke by w2ptinges to the 
Qucenes Paieſtie, vtterly renownce the 
Duke of Noꝛffolke and his Partage, with 
ſome Noate that ſhe did not of her ſelfe firſt 
moue it, noz pet like it. And ſo did the 
Duke him ſelk, alter his firſt appꝛehenſion: 
by many meſſages, and by ſpectal wziting 
directed to the Aucnues Paieſtie, humbly 
and penitentlipe acknowledge his offence 
in ſeeking to mary w the Scottiſh Queene, 
* and did firmety vader his hand and Seale 
8 pꝛemyſe neuer to deale therin any further, 
Wi 02 in any other matter with that Qucne. 


And now it is certa inly founde, that the 
Fozmmer pꝛadiſe betwirte that Queene and

Realme that this enterpziſe maſtbe kept 
ſecret, and namelpfrom the Frenche, foz 
certaine reſpectes not of (mall moment, as 


is ſaid, vntill the Meſlenger ſhould poſte to 


Rome to the Pope fo Mone, t to the Ling 
of Spapne fo2 oꝛder and direaion faz men 
und Ships. The Meſlenger had his Let- 
ters of Credit from the Scottiſh Qucene, 
the Duke, andothers, to the Pope, and 
tho Kinge of Spayne , And ſo commynge 
to Nome: he reteurued Leiters from the 
Wopes gratious holynes in the boginnyng 
of Map to the laid Queene, and tothe _—_ 
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in Latin, begynning, Dilete fili, ſalute, 
But in de de the Duke might well (aye he 
ſent not Salutem but perniciem. Toe 
Duke had them, and red them by the inter⸗ 
cetion of that afo2cſaid vngrat ious Pꝛieſt. 
The contentes in ſom parte were, that the 
Pope well allowed of the enterpꝛiſe: Vee 
would weite alſo to the Bing of Spayne to 
further it, but his pꝛeſent buſp nes of the 
thargeable Martes than in pꝛeparyng as 
gainſt the Turke, was the cauſe that Po⸗ 
nep could not then be had -foz that Dömer: 
And pet his vngratious Volynes after his 
accuſtomed ſoꝛte comfoꝛted them all not to 
diſpaire: So it appeareth that God pet ops 
depned him epther to be ſo zelous againſt 
the Turke, whiche ſurely was a god acte, 
oꝛ els his Wolpneſſe Coffers are not now a 
dayes ſo füll of Monep as his Bulles are 
of Thunderclappes, ſo as the lack of mos 
ney at that time happely ſtaped the pꝛoſe⸗ 
tution to ful cffec ot this dangerous treas 
ſon :/ And fo it is to be hoaped that by the 
ſame godneſſe of God, the milchiefe heres 
after one hall be diverted, amm 


It was alſo by the deuiſoꝛs ol theſe rebel 
lions ⁊ inuaſions determined p the Realm 

| of Melaude ſhould be afſayled at the fame 
tme 


and others. The Letter to the Dube was 
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tyme therby to weaken the Mucnes a/. 
ieſties Fozces, oz to diuert them from De⸗ 
fence of her ſelſe aud her god Sublectes, 


Now wer it beſt to leaue w theſe fozmer 
Bzaunches, fo2 it is credibly ſaid, that this 
Tre ol Treaſon 4 Rebellion hath a noms 
ber of other Bꝛanches of the verp lyke nas 
ture; That is, in deuiſinge how the Scot⸗ 
tih Quene ſhould haue ben conueped a - 
waye, ſometyme by dilguiüng, ſomtyme by 
playne fozce, and railiag of Rebellion; and 
ſo put to lybertie, and pꝛoclapmed Qucene 
of England and Scotland: but to encreaſe 


the erroꝛ of her Style: ſte choulo 25 ben 


pzoclapmed Upng andQueene England 
and @cotlande , It might beo repoz⸗ 
ted howe her Honue ſhould haue ben ſtolng 
dut of Scotlande, to be ſent into Spapne, 
with ſuche lyke deuiles tendpng to moue 
troubles in the Realme, that was and pet 
is (thauked be God) quiet. 


And now it map be that ſome wyll ſape, 
that many et theſe things arc doubtfull, 
and percaſe wꝛeaſted in reyozte , epther by 
malyce,o2 by onermuch credulitie: But 
truelpe in ſuche credible ſozte are all the 
thynges about mentioned, with lundzpe 
mn to mee repozted to be verye true by 


luche 
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notjto repoꝛte vatrouthes, as 4 do bouldly 
auow them to be true. And pf they ſhall be 
found otherwiſe, than it is likely that ſom 
of the QNugenes Pateſties Counſell wyll 


cauſe them to bee repꝛebended, who bpon 


this my wzytinge ſhall repozte them, and 
thervpon J wyll pacteatlye ſaffre cozre⸗ 
tion fo2 my haſtie Credit: fo2 it is moſte 
lykely that ſuch matters of eſtate as theſe 
are, wyll not be ſuffred to be communicas 
ted wont repꝛehenſion. On the other ſide, 
yr they be true, as J haue repozted,and yet
